| . and Allegiance into this horrid and odious Rebellon againft Us. We doc therefore once more declare the ſaid Robert 

; - Earle of Eſſex, and all ſuch who by any Commiſſion under him , have levied or doe command any Souldicrs to bee 

guilty of High Treaſon , and that this Rebellion is raiſed to rake away Our Life from Us, to deftroy Our Poſtetity, to change the blel- 
{cd Proteſtant Religion eſtabliſhed by the Lawes of the Land , to ſuppreſſe the Law of the Kingdome, to take away the Liberty of the 
Subje, and to ſubjeR both to an unlimited arbitrary power.

threaten us many wayes, yet no way more, than by pouring out the Lriſh Rebels into the Northerne parts, eſpecially 
intv North V Vales, where they daily find a great party cf ill-affeRed Gentry, Clcrgy,and people, whole grofle igno- 
rance,and blinde zeale, againit che Reformation of the Church and Kingdo:-e, make them capable of any impreſlion 
ot h >ſtilry, which may be of pernicious operation againſt all the wayes of redrefle intended and purſued by our god- 
ly Governours, and by all thoſe who pur themſelves under their proteRicn and ſervice. There havethe Armies of 
the adverſe party (when foiled elſewhere) a place of retreat, and hevce are they moſt readily recruted ; the windes ler- 
ving more ordinarily for paſſage out of Ireland into England and Wales, then concrariwile, and locking up in their Har- 
bours our greater ſhips (not able to abide thoſe narrow and ſhelvie Seas) from intercepting the lefler veſſels, wherein 
the Iriſh arewafted over. And whilethe {riſh and VVelſh have ſuch opportunicies uf afociation, the Forces of the 
rarijanient are made incffeQuall, cicher toſuccour the Religious and Loyall Subje&s in thoſeparts, or to recover the 
City of Cheſter, a place of very great importanceto the ſervice and ſafety ofthe whole Kingdome. Againſt thele evils

had taken notice 0 


our Thanktulneſle, and encouraged us to it, as a duty that gives him both Honour and delight - 
{5 Now, the infinite goodneſſe of the ſame gracious God hath prevented our day of Thankclſgiving (lately appointed for 
ASE the bleſled ſucceſle of the Parliaments Army at Torrington, ) with many Mercies and Succeſſes in ſundry parts of this 
FI Getz” Kingdom ; and hath ſentthemro us as grounds and encouragements to give him on this day alarger, fuller, and more 
zealous Thankeſgiving : For the further advancement whereof, there are many obſervable paſſages of Divine providence. 

In the firſt place we may take notice that Rag/and Caſtle in Wales was long ntified by the Earl of Worceſter a Papiſt, which of late 
much increaſed in ſtrength, and committed many cruelties uponthe County of Monmouth, plundering, firing, and deſtroying Towns 
and Houſes; having the whole Country under their power, except ſome few Gariſons of the Parliaments, no way able to refiſt them. 
The Ragland Horſe drew towards Cardiffe in Glamorgan-ſbire, a Parliament Gariſcn; whereupon the Governourand Commitreethere, 
ſent to Collonel Xerne lately appointed High Sheriffe by the;Parliamenr, and tothe reſt of the Country to riſe in a body to oppoſe 
the Enemy: but contrary to expectation, Collonel Kerycand the Malignant Gentry being at their Rendezvouze, prevailed with the 
people to befiege Cardiffe, which was done with about 2000 men : they rooke the Towne in a ſhort time, having che aſſiſtance of the 
Malignant Towneſmen, The Governour, Committee, and Souldiers betook themſelves tothe Caſtle, Gods Providence ſo caſt ir, 
that Major Generall Laughorne, Sir Trevor Will;ams and Collonell Keyrle came in ſeaſon, (Proviſion being almoſt ſpent inthe Caſtle,) 
and fought with the Countrey-men and Ragland Forces, (who were joyned on a Heath neare the Town, ) Routed them, rooke many 
Priſoners,and forced them to fly back to the Town: Major Generall Zaughorne purſucd, and relieved the Caſtle; the Enemy conti- 
nued in the Townea while, at laft Articles were agreed, That they ſhould march away with Colours flying, Match lighted, &c, But 
having marched ſome diſtance from the Towne, occaſion was given by the Enemy for breach of Articles, whereupon they engaged 
ina very hor fight, in which were flaine and drowned of the Enemy neare 400, abour 500 raken Priſoners, the reſt ſcattered and 
fled. Weleſt very few men in this ſervice, though many hurt: had this treacherous Plot taken effe, South-Wales had been loſt 
again, which probably would have afforded thouſands tothe King to joyne in a body with Sir Facob 4ſbley,who drew his Forces that 
way. This, if rightly conſidered with the circumſtances, is none ot the leaſt mercies,among many late ſucceſſes and Victories which 
God hath vouchſafed us. 

The deliverance alſo of Ab6/»zton is an ob{crvable Mercy. The Enemy cameto Abbington with a too0 Horle, aud about a 10c0 
Foot; they drave our men from the Works, and entred above 3oo men, and poſleſt themſelves of ſundry Guards, Works, andthe 
Magazine it ſelf, but our Horſe and Foot reſiſted them valiantly, routed them, and made them quit their ground, God ar that time 
raiſing their Spirits ro a great height of Reſolution, : 


After the taking of Torrington in Devon, ſome Forces adyancing toward Stratton in Corywall, and the Enemy making reſiſtance, ir 
pleaſed God to put them to flight, and there were taken about zoo Horſe, and 80 Priſoners, 

Afterthis our Army cameto Launceſton a chiet Town in Cornwall, which after ſome oppoſition they took , with the Armes and 
Magazine init. And it may be worthy both of notice and Thankeſgiving, that our Souldiers there were ſo temperate and obedient, 
that notwithſtanding the oppoſition made at the Towne; yer they did not plunder ſo much as one Houſe, which no queſtion was a 
great Conqueſt upon themſelves, and advanced much the ——_— that County; eſpecially fince before the Armies comming to 
Lannceſton, the people were poſleſt withan opinion that there would be no mercy ſhown to the Corniſh. 

Itis alſo obſervablegthat God hath ſtrucken the Enemy with a terror there;and divers perſons of quality ſend for Proteions,and dai- 
ly make their ſubmifſions;and not above 80 Foot appeared upon the calling of their Poſe;whercas heretofore thouſands have appeared. 

And now our Army advancing towards Bedmin,a Town about twenty miles within Cornwall,the enemy did quit the Town by night, 
Hopton himſelf bringing upthe Reare of them. In thoſe parts fix Troopers drove away the Convoy of four Load of Ammunition; 
and four Troopess overtaking 42 Musketcers with Matches lighted, and Muskets loaden, made them all lay down their Armes, and 
brought them back Priſoners, 

The maine body of the Enemies Army , conſiſting moſt of Horle is driven farinto Cormwall, and being ſhut up behinde by our 
Forces, is incloſed both before and onevery fide by the Sea, and tath littlereſt, being Alarm'd by our parties. 

Beyond all this, God hath delivered not onelytheir Forces and Forts, but their Counlells into our hands; and the delivering up of 
their Counſells, delivers alſotheir Cauſe:For by Gods eſpeciall Providence,a Ship comming into Padſtew(a Sea Town in Cornwal,) 
and bringing indivers of the native lriſh(moſt of which, thoſe of the Town deſtroyed) there came alſo with them a Packet of Let- 
ters from Ormond, Clamorgan, and Digby, which being caſtinto the Sea was recovered again, and contained matters of great conſe- 
quence, that concern the bringing inot a multitude of Iriſh into this Kingdom, Thus their Counſells being brought to light, their 


Cauſetherein appears moſt abominable, while there muſt needs be a likeneſſe between it, and thoſe that ſupport it : now the {uppor-

Or thereliefeahd maintenance of ſuch Souldiers as have bin maimed,and diſabled 
q in rhe ſervice of the Parliament during theſe late warres, that is to ſay, fince the 
warrcs began ; and for the reliefe of the VV idowes and Orphantrs of ſuch as have 
been f[1ine ordead in the ſaid ſervice, Be it ordained by the Lords and Com- 
Emons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, that from and after the feaſt of E a- 

ter laſt paſt before the date hereof, every Pariſh within this Realme of Ergland 
and Dominion of wales ſhall be charged weekly to the payment of ſuch ſumme 
of money as formerly they have been rated at by vertue of a Statute of the 434 
{ yearc of Queen E /izabeth, Cap.tertio, concerning the reliefe of Souldicrs and 
| Marriners, for and to ſuch end and purpoſe; And likewiſe ſuch furcher ſumme 
of money over and beſides the ſame, as by the Juſtices of the Peacein their next 
Quarter Seſſions after the paſſing this Ordinance, or the major part of them 
ſha!l be adjudged meete to be aſſeſſed upon every Pariſhor Chappelry that hath

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Gods tims being alwates the beſt, ſince which time it hath pleaſed God co ſhew 
himſelfe mighnly, in giving the ſmall Remnantof his Servants here, a wonder- 
full Victory. On Thurſday laſt,2 inſtant, the enemies Army, who had before 
removed their Camp from the North ſide ofthe Town, to the Southſide, and 
was incamped within two miles ofit, at a place called che Remainds, ſent a par- 
ty of about 460 men to poſleſle themſelves of an old ruinous Houſe,caled Bag- 
eatraſh,amile from the City, (intending as it ſhould ſeem,to draw neer tothe 
Cown with their Army) the Governour fent out a party againſt them, and 
ſpeedily followed himſelf. with about 3000 Foot,and 1200 Horke, & after a ſharp 
diſpute there, that party ofthe Enemies were all kild and taken.

d Emember that the choice of your Law-makers is your firſt common right, by which you diſtinguth your ſelves from 
ſlaves ; for in che uſe thereof, you ſhew the original of your own Authority and Goyernment , rand, how that every 
” oneof you hath ſuch an inherent and natural Right in his own perſon, as not to bediipoſed of, ordered, bounded 
or limiced , bur by his own Conſent in Parliament ; the Members thereof being the peoples Repreſentarives, 

And therefore if you be tender of = thing, that you call or think your Right, Priviledge or Liberty, be render 

of this, as the foundation and root of all your Liberties. 
I I, 

Remember thatthe choice of your Law-makers, is the greateſt trult in civil matters, and of the neereſt concern- 
ment to you all,that you ever did, or can, or ſhall repoſe in any body : you may truſt ſome with your eftates, and ir 
. may be with your perſons too ; bur you rrult your choſen deputies 'in Parliament with your perſons, your lives, your poltericies , and your 
. whole Country ; and they may under God involye you in blood and confufion, or ſettle you in peace. 

O then be cautious and circumipeR in your choyce now to be made, and conſider whom you may ſafely rrult, 

And firſt, confider whether ir be conſonant ro your ſafery, and the end for which you ele&, to trult any that have ever broken their fairh, 

' of fallited their crult formerly pur in them, Remember the Declarations, Vows and Promites of che Army, how and by whom violated and 
© broke, The [ aliax faies, If a man deceives me once it is his fault ; but if he deceive me twice, it 1s my own fault. CE, 

Secondly, Conſider, whether it be fit to confer your own Legiſlative Authority upon any perſons, who have another Leziſlattye Auchoriry 
. tamptupon them already, For how can ic be look'd upon bur as prodigious, for two Suns to be een in one firmament ? 

Thirdly » Conſider , whether you may truſt thoſe thatſhall nct be equally concerned with you in all the Laws to be made, or are not 
. equally ſubje& ro them with your elves? : | ; 

Thole that live, and intend to live upon the publick purſe , are nor equally concerned in levying of monyes upon you, with thoſe thar 

' live onely upon their own eſtares and crades, Publick Officers, that have great Places and Salaries from the common purle, pur in a peny, 
andcake our a pound, 

Thoſe thar have been made fat by the blood and rnines of the people, you can have little hopes of : for, c2x 4 Blackmore change his chin, 
or 4 Leopard his ſpots ? X x 

And thoſe that are to execute the Laws, may avoid the firoak which others mult abide : for how is it conſonant to freedom and faferyyfor 
the Legiſlarive power, and the Executive power, to be in the ſame hands ? _ 

Therefore you may ſafely truſt thoſe ro make your Laws, that muſt do the fame good or harm to themſelves,which they do to you. And 
ſach as hare not been ſtained with the corruptions of the times, as have been ever conttant co the interelt of che people, and as have not 
been inriched by rhe oppreſſions and ruines of the Land, you may ſafelieſt trult ; of ſuch cor pra, molt hope. : 
Exciſe-mcn,Corru>t Lawyers, Fourrhly, Conſider, wherher you may truſt any that are ingaged either by thcir profit or honour , or any kinde 
Im epriators, Farmors of of incereſt, ro continue any of the burchens or grievances that are upon you: as the Silyer-Smichs were engaged to 
Tythes, Sweid, &c. maintain the Image of Diana and her Temple. 

Fifthly, Conſider, wherher you may trult any man, that wants either depth of judgement, or courage : he that wants the firlt, may ſuffer 
you to be cozened of your Liberties ; and he that wants the other, will certainly berray your liberties unco any body that boldly arremprs 

'tO take them from you, * 

And further confider, That thoſe whom you chnſe for your Members in Parliament, you chule to fit in your own ſead, to repreſent the 
whole Nation ; their yore to be the voice of the people, and youto be bound thereby , onely iaving ro your ſelves your fundamental Laws 
and Libercies, as una'rerable, and nor within their cruſt to violare or deſtroy. All thar are worth 209 /, in Counties , areto bereally in 

Parliament, voting there, and conſencing to what is done by their Knights or Truſtees, whom they have cholen for their Counties ; and all 
6 and Inhabitants of Cities and Burroughs , ate alſo there in Parliament , by chufing them that ſhall ipeak for them and vore 
or them, 

And that this Liberty, this Principle of common Right, might nor be infringed or reſirained , care was taken in The Inftrument of Go- 
vernment ſer forth by the Lord ProteRor, That Tradeſmen that live in Cities and Burroughs, ſhould be all free to chuſe, although net worth 200 1, 
for thar reftriftion of 200 /, limited inthe ſaid I»ſtrument of Government , 1s for ſuch as arethereby enabled ro chuſe Members for Coun- 
ties : which are the Knights girt with Swords, mentioned in the [ndentwres ; bur as for Burgeſles, there i: noditiinRion betwixt rich and 
poor ; as all muſt be ſubje& to the Law, ſo all muſt be free ro chuſe : which is very much to his Highneſs honour, 

And indeed,Tradeſmen thar live in Ciries, are as uſeful co the Nation,and bear as much ſhare in the burthens thereof, when they are nor 
worth 200 /. as thoſe thar live inCounties, and are worth 200/, And the encouragement and reſfe& to Traders, being of erear con- 
ſequence to the Commonwealth , It was not thought fir to reſtrainthe rhe choice in Ciries and Burroughs to thoſe onely who were worth 
200 {, 

Neicher is that reſtri&ion of the Ele&ors for Counties , any ftraitning of the eleQion , bur an inlargement thereof, full of reaſon; for 
the reliraint formerly was tritly ro Freeholders, having — xl.s, by che year ; and now by the Lord ProteRor, every man,thongh a Copy 
holder,or a man of a perſonal eltate,if he be worth 200 /. is made a chuſer, as well as Freeholders., So that all char are worth 200 /, 
may chuſe for Counties, as well as Frecholders ; and for Cities and Burronghs,all univerſally are to chuſe, who have nor dilabled rhemſelies 
by ſomething done in the late wars, 


Now Sirs, be adviſed to ſer aide all faQion, ſelf-intereſt , favonr and fear, rhar may byaſs your judgements in your choyce ; and agree t5- 
gether, to have regard to the worth and meric of thoſe yon chu'e ; ler their wiſd-m, faithfulneſs and courage, their publike zeal and aff-Ri- 
on to the cauſe of the people, their moderation, chariry and compaſſion , their freedom from rhe cruelty and oppreffion of the rimes, per-

36. by the Deeree of Chancary complained of, and Exemplified under the Great Seale, 
June gh FL1z, 39 and by other Deeds and Records : Whereas Bullock the Petitioner cauld 
produce nothing but Heare ſayes ( taken a little before in the Country ) of a Morgage, and 
values of the Lands, Woods, and Timber ; As if the wiſdome of a Paritament ( whoſe intruſted 
Power is to provide for Generall ſafety, Regular Government, and Publick Profit) would any time 
Ballance Heare-ſayes with Records ; or after 60. Yeares and upwards Queſtion the values of E- 
ſtates contrary to all Law, Uſage, and Equity. However that Par/tament did not farther med- 
dle with the Buſineſs, * 

But the Committee for Indemnity ſitting at Haberdaſhers-hall , by the meanes chicfly of one 
Winſlow (a New- England Gentleman, ] pray take notice) tooke upon themſelves toReport in 
the Buſineſs what they thouzht fit, to the Parlrament fitting in OBzber, 1653. but that Par/ia- 
ment would not meddle therewith. 

Nevertheleſs Bu//ock aforeſaid perſiſting in his Barretting kind of way, by meanes of ſome 
Complices ( J will forbeare to ſay Champitors ) did in March laſt, (1655,) exhibit his Petition to 
the Lord Protedtor touching the ſame ; As if his Highneſs (Who # engaged, and obliged by ver- 
tue of bis high Place ; or Office to Protect all mens Eſtates according to Law) ſhould, or would di- 
ſpoſe any mans Eſtate contrary to Law. 

But no marvell that Bullook aforeſaid hath of late been vexatious in bis Proceedings ; when 
heretofore his Father one Wil/:tam Bullock was Cenivred in the Starre-Chamber, and Imprifoned 
for forging, or feigning of a Leafe of 8co. yeares of the Lands, by bis Son Petittoned for ; and 
alſo for ſuborning of Evidence, or Witacfles, as it hath been made appeare by a Decree of 
Star- Chamber, exemplified under the Great Scale, June 30" EL1z. 39. And great pitty it is, 
that there is not now ſme Court, or Trih«nall, to puniſh ſeverely ſuch like F orgers, and Sub- 
orners ; 48 alſo Clammrou Pretenders and Petitioners, that not any may by ſuch Perſons beg mo-

Teſtifying T heir ciſlike of Hlis Undertaking, and Raiſing Forces, which after a long 
Conteſt and Oppoſition made by a conſiderabl: Number of the Members of thar 
Committee, Eminentfor Eſtates and Intereſt in the City, was Reſolved on by a very 
ſmall diſproportion and odds of Votes, viz. two or three atthe moſt ; againſt which 
the ſaid Diflenters Generally made T heir Preteſtation, and many of T hem in further 
Teſtimonie thereof Subſcribed I heir Names in the Paper of the Committee ; But no 
Reſolution being taken at that time, whenthe ſaid Letter ſhould be ſent, by whom, or 
how Directed, 1 hey appointed to meet the next day, to Treat further thereupon; being 
met, the Diflenters comming with a very good aflurance that T hey ſhould have been 
able to have laid aſide and prevented the ſending of any Letter of that Import by a far 
greater number of Members, whom the former Debates, and a more ſerious Conlidera-

He very much unexpeRted, undeſerved, and 1/legal uſage which we lately found from the hands of ſome officers and 
Souldiers, (they declaring tor juſt liberty) hath enforced us to make this application to your Lordſbip, as the Patron of 
= \ VE Cicy,trom whom we hope we may juſtly expe common freedom and ſafety with other the Citizens thereof : 
£38 13 order whereunto we crave leave to acquaint your Lordſhip, That the other night about midnight, ſeveral parties 
@xSS of /o/diers came to our dwellings, who (without ay YYarrant from the Parliament, Council of State, your Lord- 
= ſhip, the Magiſtrate of this ta i any other civil Authority, (A preſident not to be paralleld that we know of in 
the City,in all our late ſad inteſtine wars) demanded admiſſion ; And to the great affrightment and aſtoniſhment of our wives, children, 
with other relations, apprehended our Prrſons, being quiet in our habitations,and ſome of us ſick in owr beds,ſearched our houſes,carried, 
and detained our perſons as Priſoners at the Guard at Payls,till that day noon, and then no otherwiſe ſuffered us to be removed from 
thence, but as being ſtill under confinement, and to return at their pleaſure, giving us no account of the reaſon of this ation, bur ſaid 
they had order from General Monck, which they refuſed toler us read: we delired to know our accuſers or accuſations, but could not . 
underftand the leaſt crime laid'to ourcharge, Being thus uſed as evil doers,expoled to ſcorn and reproach, hindred in our Callings, and 
prejudiced in our Credits, We cannot be fo injurious to our ſelves (with other Citizens) as to ſuffer this wroxg,withour endeayourin 
our juſt vindication and reparation. We are nor willing to conclude that this hath befallen ws in reference to our judgement and pdt, 
in matters of Religion,which we are not aſhamed to own,as being agreeable to the mind of God revealed in the holy Scriptures; as alſo 
within the liberty that the General himſelf hath held forth to be enjoyed by us, equally with other perſons,truly fearing God, Why then ſhould 
we thus ſuffer,having to our utmoſt in all our capacities,endeavoured the common peace and welfare of this City and Nation, and nothing 
to the contrary * Surely my Lord, as the Preſident it ſelf is of moſt dangerous conſequence to the Inhabitants of this place, ſo will it ſound 
very harſh in the ears of other people in the Nation, who may reckon themſelves expoſed to the like uſage, it chis and ſuch like a&7tons 
paſs without due obſervation ; and therefore for their ſakes (as our own) we cannot be altogether filent ; Beſides that even now when 
moſt merare ſeeking for ſettlement, ſuch undertakings, how greath they tend to diſſettle mens minds, and fill the Land with diffurbances 
and diſtraftions,we leave to your Lordſhip to judge, My Lord. Weſue to your Lordſhip for nothing, but that right may be doze us ; 
If we have done any thing contrary to the Laws of the Nation, or the Cty, we refuſe not, bur ſeek a lega/trya/; Bur if otherwiſe (as in- 
deed we are not conſcious to our felves,that we have (inthe leaſt) offended againſt this City or our Rulers) We do claims our right, 2nd 
humbly conceive your Lordſhip engaged to endeavour that we may be ſer at liberty from our confinement ; But if your Lordibip ſhall 
think it fit and requiſite,that application be in this caſe made to the Parliament or Council of State, we then humbly pray, That we, bein

And whilſt we were writing this Letter to your Lordſhip,there was brought to our view a p:inted Libellous paper, this day publi- 
ſhed, ſtiled A Serious Manifeſto and Declaration of the Anabaptiſts, and other Concregationa! Churches, touching the preſent tranſattions of 
the affairs of this Commonwealth both in Church and State, Touching which, although vc doubt nor but all ſober minded people will per-

To haſten the diſpatch of thar little we have ro ſay , the Authours of this, are of that number ro whom your Letter direas, We 


ſhall proceed according to our Duries, and Inſtrudtions, and briefly acquaiat your Excellency with the ſenſe of tho ſe that have 


ſted us. 
We ſhall begin (my Lord) with the Conceſſion of what we much ſaſþe7, and take for granted, that the Letter ſo inſcribed, is

To profeſs, and to perſue all this, is but like your ſelf z and to theſe purpoſes, we ſhall nor ſtick to live and dye ar your Feet, If upon 
Diſcuſſion of the Reaſons you alledge, we aſſume the Liberty which your Candour allows us, of declaring whetein we differ , we 
beg to be underſtood with all tenderneſs roward your Excellency ; tro whom , as a ſtranger to our late Opprefſions and Calamities, 
the ſtare of our Aﬀairs,and Aﬀections,may probably be miſrepreſented, To obſerve your own Method ; our Letter tothe 5peaker, 
importing the recalling of ihe Secluded Members was the occaſion of yours to Us, which layes, that , Before theſe wars, our Government was 

Monarchical,both in Church,and State, but(as the caſe ſtands now) Monarchy cannot poſibly be admitted for the future,in theſe Nations; 
tecauſe it is incompatible with the ſeveral Intereſts which have enſued upon the Quarrel: viz.the Presbyterian, Independent, anabaptiſts, 
&rc.(45 to Eccleſiaſticks) and the Purchaſers of Crewn,and B.ſh-ps Lands, Forfetted Eſtates, ec, (as to Civils) by which means,the ſupport 
it ſelf is taken away ;, ſo that the Conſtitution, qualified to fix all Intereſts, muſt bethat of a Republique: To which, the Sttluded Mem- 
bers of 1643. will never agree, many of them _ Aſſertours of Monarchy, and Diſclaimers to all Laws made ſince their Secluſion : 
over and above, that the Army alſo will never endure it, The Concluſion this , that it were better for us 0 defijt fromthat Paper, and 
rely upon the Promiſes of this Parliament, for 4 due Repreſentative : ---- a Proviſion for ſucceeding Parliaments, and a Peacedble Ser- 
tlement, then by an unſeaſonable Impatience to embroil the Nation in a freſh Engagement. 

From hence ir appears, that we might be allowed a Free Parliament, bur for tour Reaſons, Firſt, The Major Part Inclines ts Mo- 
narchy, and they that have ſwallowed the Revenues of the Crown, declare againſt it, Secondly, The Entangled Intereſts of this Nation 
can never be United, but under 4 Republique, Thirdly, The Army will never endureit. And laſtly, 1t won!d beget a new war, whereas 
the Parliament promiſes to ſettle us in a laſting Peace, | 

Toll which,in Order, 2nd fi-ſt,concerning Monarchy, (not as the thing which we contend for) we (onely) wonder. why it is prejudged, and partis 
cularly,by thoſe Perſons who have ſwory to defeud it, Bur, my Lord, you have hit the Reaſon ; they have gained by Diſſolving it , and they are afraid 
to loſe by Reſtoring it. Having pur the Facher to Death, whom they C ovenanted to Preſerve ; they Abjure the Son, whom they fear to Truſt. By Force 
they would maintain, what by Force they have Gorten, In «ft; the Oweſtion, is not ſo much, what Goverument, as what Governours : A Single Per- 
ſo will down well enough, with the fierceſt of them, when it lies fair for any of themſelves. Witneſs the late Proteftour , and the later Lambert. 
Briefly, ſince the Death of the /ate King, we have been Govern'd by 7 wmult, Bandy'd from One Faftion to the Other : This Party up to day, Thatto 
Merrow; but ſtillthe Nation wnder,and a Prey tothe Strongeſt. It is a feeble Argument againſt Monarchy, that we never bave been happy ſince we loft it: 
and yet nothing hath appeared to obſtruRt our Quiet, but the Diviſion of the Booty, What Hath been, Shall be, fo long as this Violence continaes 
over us : nor can any other Government Serzle the Nation, then that which p/caſes the Univerſality of it. And in char, we pretend not to dire# 
our Repreſentatives : but which way ſoever they encline, we ſhall with our Lives and Forrenes Jultifie, and Obey their Appointments. 

Whether we have Reaſon, or net, in this Particular, let your Excellency Judge. 

The ſecond ObjeRtion 2gainit a Free Parliameni, is drawn from the Neceſſity of a Repwblique, to reconcile all Intereſts, To this, we offer, f5rfb, that 
it is not neceſſary ; next, that it is not ſo much as effefual, to that purpoſe , and laſtly, that a Free Parliament ought to Introduce it , if it were both 
the one and the other. | 

The firſt we prove, thus, It 5r not the Form of Government, but the conſent of the People, that muſt Settle the Nation. The Publique Debt, muſt be 
ſecured out of the Publique Stock ;, and that diſpoſed of by an Engagement of the Publique Faith, to (uch Ends, and Purpoſes, as the Repreſentative of the 
Nation ſhall deems expedient for the Good of it, In like manner may all other Intereſts be ſecured ; whether of Opinion, or Property, under what Form 
of Government ſoever a Free Parliament (hall think fic to unite us. That itis not Neceſſary, enough is ſaid, We are now to deduce from your 
Lordſhips Text, that a Free State would be as little effeual alſo , as to our concernes, You are pleaſed to intimate the Dangerous Inclination of 
the Peopleto Monarchy : and'to Balance the Satisfattion, the Right, and the Univerſal Vote of the Nation, with the Intereſts of ſome few perſons, 
that winld Rule us Themſelves, (for that's che Engliſh of the Serclement they propoſe.) By this Argument, a Republique, excludes the Negative, and 
more confiderable Intereſt , in favour of a Small, and a Partial one: and if it be granted, that a Free Parliament will never agree upon a Free State, 
it follows neceſſarily, that That Form will never do our Buſineſs: Laſtly, what Government ſoever is forced upon us , muſt certainly expire with 
the Force that impoſed it; and the Voice of the People (in this caſe) is tbe Declaratory Voice of Providence. 

The third Difficulty is. The Army will never endureit, Thisistoſay , Tow are to be Govern'd by the Sword. 

To Conclude; The Fear of 4a New War, and the promiſe of a ſpeedy Compeſure, are the laſt Suggeſtions of Diſſwaſion to us, Alas, my Lord, do we 
n0t ſee that Parries are uniting againſt us, Abroad, and we apainlt our/e/ves at Home ? How certainly (hall we be Attempred, and how eaſily overcome ; 
Without ſuch a 2ſedinm to Reconcile us All, as may Pleaſe us All | but we are promiſed fair. We beſeech your Lordſhip to conſider the Promi/tys. *Are 
not theſe the People that vow'd to make our Laſt, a Glorious King ? Jalt ſuch a Gloriows Nation will they make: of ys, Did they not nexe Abjure n 
Single Perſon ; and yet after that, ſetup ANOT HE R, with Another Oath ? Not te purſae this SubjeR further : Theſe Men we dare not Trult, nor 
«ny othey of that Leaven , we have no thoughts but of Juſtice to all Intereſts; and in order to that Settlement and Good we wiſh the Nation , we

reaſon to wiſh and att the good of thoſe nations as any others ) that they muſt not be admitted : Then *tis but 
reaſon and juſtice, that thoſe that have purchaſed great eſtates,and enjoy cfftices military and civill, ſhould be ſo too. For 
they are the only people that keep up thele diſtraftions for their own benefit. 

if Looſers (as the Proverb is) may not have leave to ſpeak ; it is not fit Gainers ſhould, whoſe Intereſt now de: 
nycs Liberty to thoſe Sufferers, and 1s but particular to the grand general one, Andſhall the Royal party alwayes looſe 
a national Right, who have paid a compounded price of miterics for their Eſtates , which did ſurely give them a like 
Freedome as before ? Otherwiſe what ſignifies their concernments to the publick in any thing ® And how they can make 
them more then Equals in the payment of Taxes and Preflures, and deny them liberty in this, is altogether unreaſo- 
nable, in that it deſtroyes them rheir Birth-Kight,and in every reſpect leſſens the Liberties of the Subje& ſo much pre- 
tended or contended for. So that ualeſs this beallowed, that party is ſtill Iyable (as not having the benefit of the 
Laws) to the thraldom and laſh of every Innovator and Power whatſoever ; witneſs their Decimation by the late Tyrant , 
who renewed their ſorrows at his pleaſure. And whereas ſome Pamphlets would perſwade a belief, that England will never 
endure its primitive practice or worſhip in Religion;andthat Kingly Government, by reaſon of preſent Intereſts muſt needs 
be extinguiſhed; For a ſufficient Anſwer,it will be worth our cime to reflect upon thoſe Intereſts. And what hath followed _____ .. 
thereupon fince the Interruption of that Parliament(famous jor theit Vote in order toa peace with the late King ) Anno, 
1648. but confuſion in great meaſure,occaſioned by the diſobedience of the then Army-Officers, animated thereunto by 

ſome Members whole Intereſt is thus declared for ? Therefore to urge any thing which is apparently deſtrutive to a 
known and ſolid experimental Welfare in Eſtares and Kingdomes,cannor be laſting,ſfafe or rational.Neither ſo long as Acr- 
mics guard,and force Parliamentary!Counſels(to comply with their rude and indigeſted Models , to uphold corrupt Inte- 
reſts,which hath coſt the people ſo many millions conteſting againſt,and for cheic lawful King )no foundation can poſlibly be 
laid but what is arbitrary and perfealy deſtructive tothe whole. For if the wiſdom of the Rulers be thus obſtructed , all 
other Efſayes ſhall for ever be fruitleſs; and this 1 think may without errour paſs as a Doom upon thoſe Kingdoms ; and 
fondly to conclude from their confuled Notions and circumſtances that apretended Common-wealth of 8. or 10. years 
troubleſome growth, is or can be better then a Monarchy of above a thouſand years. continuance that comparatively im- 
poſed no prievances, is a weaknels to believe, Therefore, you Phariſces, if this ſhall not convince , obſerve the 
Ocder , Government and Rule of Heaven and Earth, of Godin the Trinity , of Nature, and fince the Creation,of 
Families, of every particular Countrey and people:, nay the beaſts of the feild : And then tel me, if you can, if 
this doth not proclaim Monarchical Government to be according to the Will of God and our Saviour ? There can be no 
Competitors in dominion in one and the ſame thing,without encaging the hearts of men ; therefore unſafe is that Nation 
who hath ſuch Rivals. A Common-wealth is conſiſtent with, and moſt ſplendid under Regal Government , inſomuch as 
it unites all to that center. : 

Now if this be not duly conſidered, Ihave one ſtep farther to ſtifle their ObjeQtions and fatal intereſt ſo much plead- 
ed for, if they will ſtand to that purity of Spirit which they pretend , wiz. The folema Leagues and Covenants 
made by themſelves, in which they ſwore Allegiance, forces this as a duty to the perſon of the King, and his Poſterity; 
and yet the one by violenceis cut off,and the other an exile expoled tothe mercy of ſtrangers, hazarding both ſoul and body: 
In ſum, Reſtitution is one great mark of the people of God : And ſolong as che gain thus cleaves to their fingers , Re-

- fing out thepraiſes of God for their lawfull King, who with his Royal Father prayed for, and loved them in the dayes of

From a perſon of quality in Edenburgh to'an Officer of the Army, wherein is 


givena true accompt of Generall Moncky proceedings, 
atcd the 25th. of 0Fober, 1659. 


Dear Friend, 


Hough I have not been wanting (by uſing various wayes and means) to impart to yourhe ſtate of affairs here, yet leſt there ſhould 

be a miſcarriage in all 6r any of them ; I though ira duty incumbentupon me in this our day, to diſparch a ſure Meſſenger to 

Newc-file,where I truſt he may meoec with you, bed ors you a full account of things as they ſtand here, who iSable to make you 
an ample relation, and to whom 1 defire you would give credit in what be ſhall impart to you; And leſt he ſhould omit any thing of mo- 
i1enc, I ſhall as briefly as I can hint ut to you intheſe following lines. ] 

Upoa T #e/4.y laſt the 18th. inſtant, rhe Generall had notice that the Parliament was diſſolved. Whereupon he called Col. Witk-s,and 
Cape. Miller, Morgan, Hubblethorn, F.rem. Smith, Grimble, and Lt. Col. Clobery (wbo had been with him 2. or 3. dayes before) to 
conſulc whatro do; Andit was reſolved, that he with the Army under his command uld declare for the Parliament againſt che pro- 
ceedings of the Army in England, and for the better eff-ing t f, agreed to turn out all as ſhould oppole che deſign, The next day 
he cam? to Ed-nbargh , where he had appointed his own Regiment, and Col. Talbots to be in Armes. The latter had orders to have 
lighced mucches, po-uder and biiller, bur 8 own had not. When he came to them , he declared to them, that a factious party of the Ar- 
my in Enelend had intercupred the Parliament, and that he reſolved with the Army under his Command to ſtand to the Parliamentia op- 
polition to them, and expeRed thar they would ſtand by him accordingly ; Declaring that he would ſatise them all their Arrears, at 
which they were made to ſhout, and gave him three vo!leyes of ſhot. Which being done, he cauſed Captain Parker, Harchman, Stome, 
Lievtenanc Carter, Wells, Wilſon, Lindon , and all the reſt of crheAnabapriſt Officers (except Grom, and IValtox) to be ſecured. Then 
comming to Leuh (the Regiment of Col. 1Vi/kes being drawn up) He declared the ſame things to them , and paſt from chem with the l;ke ce- 
remonies, and Col. Witkss for a farewell gave him 15. or 17. great Guns from the Citadel. Of whole Regiment, the General cauſed to 
be ſecured, Major Kacles, Lt Burrill, Lr, Hunbes, Enſign Wilkes, and Enſign Wcod, Having thus ſecured thele three Regiments, and 
placed other Officers in the roomes of thoſe whom he had turned our, He diſpatched Lerrers co Le. Col. Toxng, of Col Cobbers Regiment, 
aad L rt. Col. X:y4, and Major Kelke of Parſons Regiments, to come over an conſulr with him, abour ſome _ affairs : and when 
chey came, he clapt up Lt. Col. Tow-g, and Major K:{ke,and ar the ſame time received advertilement from Col. Read, that be and his Regji- 
went was at his ſervice, as likewiſe che ſame from Col. Fairfax. : | 

Upon che 21th, initanc, be marched with ſome croops of Horſe and ſome companies of Foot to Zirhgowe, in order ( as it was 
thought) ty bave gon.o Ayre, bur receiving intelligence chere, thatLrt. Col. Homes was got thither, d1d nor preceed for fear he ſhould meet 
wich a repulle, wluch in the beginning of this enzerprize would have been of ill conſequence to bis affairs, £0 that upon the 22th. be recreated 
t9 Edenburth again with lis forces, where he created ne Officers by Commiſſion under his own band and ſeal, £iz, Cloberry he made 
Collonel vi Cobbets Reg1menc, Hart Le. Col. and Denns Major. To his own Regiment he bath made Mergas Lt. Col. Nicolls Major, and 
fVinger Captain of Homcs his Company, Collins of Wilkes Regiment, hath Harchmans Company. Bibop the Farrier isa Lt, Sherwax 
(one of vur cattiered waiters) is wade an Enſign, and all che reſt of the vacant places ſupplied by ſome ſuch men. Hblthers is made Lt. 
Col. and = r.7ſin Majurof Talbots Regiment. Allthe forces bereabouts being by this means at his cevorion, He being aſſuredof the reft 
in all other parts bur Ayre, He relolves to draw all toa randevou? in and abour <r-grcbar againſt the lai of this Moneh. at furtheſt, ex- 
cept ſuc!t as mutt be left in the Garriſons, (which he intends ſhall be but few) and expects to make 5000. Foot , and 8oo. Horſe, with 
which ke intends (as ic is ſaid) immed ately to march for Erg land. Witter commands in the Ctadel of fohbyſtens, and Keym is this day gone 0- 
er co ferch hicher the relt of chac Regiment, Fairfaxes, Cobets, and Reads, are already on their march hitherwards. 

T his dy Capt. Grooms told ine tha both he and IValtox would throw up their Commiſſions, as many bar are inferiour Officers and pri- 
rate Souldiers (who had the face of honeſty) have __ dore.The General hath wrote 3.Lerters : one to the Speaker,another co the Lord 
Fl:«twoid, anda third to the Lord Lambert , which he hath pur in printand are herewith ſent. 

He hach alſo put forth a Declaration, which you ſhall receive from the bearer, + by Clerk in behalf of thereſt. When none was at 
the courriviog of ic buc himſelf, Withs, Morgan, Emerſon, Smith and Grimble, There is likewiſe a Letter he bath written to the Churches 
(drayn by Mr. Cclizs) tuffe, with much of Boxths Language, bur I doubt I ſhall not get it for you , before che bearer goes away. 

All cheſe printed pape:$ be is diſpatching away in whole bundles to Hall by the Pearl Frigot, whereof Capt. Nixen is Commander, who 
failes roo morrow if wind and weather ſerve. . 

Homes came very ſafe to Ayre, though a party of Horſe was at his heeles. That place he and Col. Sawry with all the Officers reſolve to 
keep, till they receive orders from the Councill of Officers above, (as I was aſſured by Letters from themſelves to me the lalt night.) 

The General threacens that he will quarter ſome Horſe abvut that Garriſon, and will rot Jet them bave a genry of mony. Major Xelke 
deſires chac ſome of them will acquaint his Wife that he is i bealth, and that his Son is this day arrived ſafe ſrom LZexnder,whbich Iintreat you 
will ſignitie to her accordingly. BG 

I had almoil forgor ro wr Lol that the General hath ſecured Barwick, , Lt. Col. Mears baving received in there, two of his foot compes 
niesand one of horle, And as Col. Cobbet, and Mr. Brown paſt by there, they were detained Priſoners till the General ſent a of 
horſe for them, This nightthey are both come with a _ to Edenbargh, (where I heard from one that read their Mictimer) they 
were preſently to be commirred to the Caſtle.

SIR, 


Y Ours I have received, and find that the condition of A England 
p 


k is ſtill dubious, and no judgement to be made whether party ſhall Govern 
and prevail, weare here it ſeems in no ſuch perplexities being not obliged by 
Eſtates unduly purchaſed to continue their diſtractions any longer, which you may 
ke in the enſuing relation. 

On T ueſday Fong the 13. of this inſtant, about four of the clock in the evening, here 
was a very ſad uproar, and the Citizens very much afrighted with the comming into 
the City of ſeveral Troops of Horſe with ſome companies of Foot ; the Horſe men be- 
ing ready drawn, both ſword and piſtol, All crying out for a Free Parliament, and a 
Settlement of the old Proteſtant Religion, according unto the Laws and Eſtabliſh- 
ment of ſeyeral Parliaments ; the Foot likewiſe with lighted Matches, all things being 
in a readineſs ; the Deſign was fo laid by thoſe men that were the principal heads, 
as to this enterprize ; Niety, Sir T heophilus Fones, Col. Werden, Col. Bridges, Lieut. 
Col. Warren, Major Warren,with divers other interiour Officers; that when they had 
notice from the Caſtle by firing three Guns, that then they ſhould ſecure the Commilſ- 
ſioners, who ſat in councel at the cuſtom Houſe, that being a certain token that the ca- 
ſtle was then their own ; capt. Foerr, capt.Bond, with their companies, entred the caſtle 
by a ſoft knocking at the Gates, one of their men the Sentinel opening the dore , they 
preſently thruſt in, very ſuddenly ſurpriſed all within it , and turned capt. Lawrences 
company out, ſo that now they have the caſtle in poſleſſion : the names or thoſe thar 
are ſeiſed on and made their prifoners,are col, Fobn Fones and Miles Corbit, Eſq. Sir 
Matthew T omlinſon, col. Richard Lanrence,Lieut. col. Hen. Fobns, Mr. Standiſh, Trea- 
ſurer,and Capt.7 ombs the Store-keeper of the Caſtle ; there came into the Caſtle five 
hundred Barrels of Gunpowder but on Monday : the officers and fouldiers in this City 
are unanimouſly conſenting to what hath been done; and by the {ymptomes of joy 
arc ſhewn in all parts of this City the citizens ſeem to be very well pleaſed, for there 
was Bon-fires in all the ſtreets, Bells ringing ; and I verily believe there never was 1o 
ſudden a ſurprizall fince the creation : andin all this ation there hath not been one 
man kilF'd nor wounded, nor ns injury proffered to any man, We expe much an ac- 
count from London of the ſtate of affairs there; and we hope we have taken the readieſt 
way towards a ſettlement, having no other intention then to be inſtrumentall to for- 
ward that long defired peace, which the Lord of his mercy grant us, and proſper all the 
ations and councels conducing thereunto. No more at preſent from

A Letter from the General meeting of Officers of the Army , and directed 


to the Officers of the ſeveral Garilons and Regiments of Souldiers both in zreland, Scotland, and England. 


DEAR FRIENDS, 
Tae elt TER it pleaſed the Lord ſo wonderfully to appear for his people in owning the 
EYE poorendeavours of his ſcrvants astethe late Wars in Ireland and Scotland, and by 
that Glorious viftory he was pleaſedto giveusat Worcefer, this Nation being reſto- 
redtoſuch an unexpected peaceable condition , It waz the expeQation of thoſe that 
| feared the Lord,that ſomeſuttablereturns would have been madetotheglory of God, 
SrEzeg| the comfort of the godly, and the wel! -being of the People of this Common-wea!th. 
"oo But hitherto it hath been matter of ſad lamenta' ion, that the good things hoped 
for, have not been brought torth amongſtus; inlomuch that the work of the Lord hath ſeemed to [ſtand 
{til], anda'l the in{iraments thereof have been like men of no might, or like a woman in travel ready to 
faint for want of ſtrength to bring forth , whileft thoſe that {tand by are waiting for the birth ; "Which 
Satan , the grand Enemy of God and his people, obſerving, hath not becn wanting to ſtirup his in- 
ſtruments , to conceive new hopes, and by new deſigns co endeavour the deltroying of that inte- 
reſt the Lord hath hitherto owned an« to (et up an oppolite intereſt, which might reproach the glori- 
ous works of God, and make the inſtruments whom he hath uſed, and bleiled, Offenders. 

Whileſt the conſideration of theſe things lay ſad upon our hearts,together wich the late milcariage of 
our Flect,it pleaſed the Lord to pur into the heart ot the General & the Officers now at the Head-quarters 
being ot,and belonging to the Forces in Ireland and Scotland, as well as Ergland,to ſeek the Lord toge- 
ther, and to humbieour ſelves at his feet, tor thoſe evils which might cauſe him to withdraw his pre- 
ſencefrom us ,and to maniteſt tokens of his diſpleaſure againſt us. And after ſeveral daics waiting at the 
Throne of Grace, we were generally convinced. 

That our hearts have been looking after thethings of this world, and our own private affairs, more 
then the things of Jeſus Chriſt and his People. 

That we have been overtaken with a ſJothful ſpirit , and growing weary of the work of the Lord, 
have been ready tolay with Baruch, Wo is menow, for the Lord hath added grief to my ſorrow, 1 fainted in my 
ſiehing, and 1 find no reſt, Jer. 45. 3. ; 

T hat thoſethat fear the Lord, both in the Army and elſewhere, havenot in this timeof peace, ſo im- 
proved their intereſt one in another as they ought, tothe edifyrng of each other in love, as the Churchss 
did At.g. 31.(Then had the Churches reſt throughout all Judea,aud Galilee and Samaria, and were edified, and 
walking in the fear of the Lord , and in the comfort of the holy Ghost, were multiplied.) But have been too apt 
by evil lirmifings, and jealouſies, to grieve the hearts, and weaken the hands of one another. 

That the people of this Nation are {ubjc& to grievous oppreſſions through the obſtruction of ' wap ; 
and that the Lord might fay tous, for whom he hath done ſuch great things in England, as he did to his 
Vine-yard J/a. 5. 7+ And he looked for Judgement, but behold Oppreſſuon, for Righteonſneſſe, but beholet a Cry. 

That thraugh thecorruption of many in places of authority,iome good men are mage to ſuffer tor con- 
ſcience ſake, and many bad men take encouragement in their licentious principles,and prop hane praGti- 
ſes, by reaſen whereof wickedneſs doth very muck abound amongſt us. 

Upon all theſe and the like conſiderations, we havebeen ſtrongly convinced, that it is a duty very 
much incumbentupon us to zwaken our ſelves, and by all lawful wates and means to endeavour the procu- 
ring of theſe following things, which have been promiſed by the Parliament, and, as weare inform. 
ed, are under their preſent confideration. \* 

Firſt, Forthe preventing the many inconveniencies pn ariling from the long continuance of 
the ſame perfons1n Supreme Authority, That there may be (ucc« ſlive Parliaments conſiſting of men faith- 
ful to the intereſt of the Commonwealth ; Men of truth, fearingG2d, and hating ja=oergs 22" 

Secondly, That the Lawes may be regulated in ſuch fort , that what is good inthem may be maintain * 
ed, and thecorruptions, abuſes, delates, vexatiuns, unneceſſ-ry travels and expences, and whatſoever 
{hall be found really burthenſome and grievous to the people, may be taken away. 

Thirdly, That liberty and protection may be given by a Law to all the truly oth though of different 
judgements, to wor{Þip Ged peaceably. without impoſing upon, or moleſting one another. And that 


, noencouragementbe thereby given to ſuch as are popiſh or prophane in the exerciſe of their ſupe;ſtitious 


forms, or licentious practiſes, 
Fourthly, That the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt may be diſpenſed to all the people of this Common- 
wealth, and thoſethat labour faithfully in that work, receive all due countenance and encouragement. 
And having thus freely opened our hearts to you, we earneſtly begg the aſſiſtance of your prayers; 
(in which wetruſt you wile Segue and fervent) that we may in all things demean our iclyes as 
becometh us. And what the Lord ſhall ſet upon your hearts, by way of conviction either as to ſin, or du- 
ty,if you docommunicate the ſame to us, we ſhall take it as a fign of your acceptanceof this our brother - 
ly freedometowards you. 
We thal now commend you to the grace ot our Lord Jeſus Chriſt , and remain your moſt affe&i- 
onate Friends and brethren.

Sir, | 
Aving received yours of the 4th of chis inſtant, ſigacd by your (clt and ſome others : You are pleaſed 
to {ignifie your apprehenſions of our undertakings, and your hopes that we have received from our 
Brethren in Exglazd ſuch ſatisfation as we may nets in, in their late atings. I have ſent to 
you by this Gentleman theſe encloſed Papers, wherein you will fully be intormed of our endeavours 
and pains, to keep a right underſtanding with our friends and fellow Souldicrs ; But we ſincerely 
profeſs.ro you, That we cannorbe convinced of any ſuch neceflity or ſence of duty, that could engage them in a- 
ions ſo violent and unwarrantable, contrary to ſuch late and ſolemn Engagements ; Indeed ic makes our hearts 
mourn in ſecret, to confider what the iſſue of this dangerous and raſh change of ti;e Government may be : bur we 
hope we ſhall be found in the way of duty , and ſhall walk according ro Gods Word, in that we have borne our 
Tcitimony according toour Conſciences againſt char which is evil; and we humbly defire you to lay to hearr the 
great diſhonour that will lye upon the holy Name of God, by our inconſtancy and (I wiſh I could not ſay) treache- 
ry.

So that if all theſe preſent diftraEtions (which ſo apparantly threaten the ruine of 
this Kingdom )) do not (by the blefging of Almighty God) end inan happy and 
bleſſed Accommodation ; His Majeſty will then be ready to call Heaven and Earth, 
Godand Man to witneffe, that it hath not failed on his part.

others from, paying their Rents, and other dues to the ſaid Delinquents, to be forthwith publiſhed 
in all Markets, and other convenient places within your ſeverall Counties and Diviſions. 
| 3. Youare:to meet, and divide your ſelves intaſeverall limirs, and ro appoint ſome times and 
| places of further ys as ſhalbe moſt convenient, & to call before you or any two or more of you

beene deſticute of a preaching Miniſter ; yea, ever ſince any of us thatnow are breathing were borne, to our {«.ulcs great griefe and 
dreadfull hazard of deſtruttion ; neither is it our caſe alone bur alſo cen, yea or twelve Pariſhes all adjoyning.are in like manner void 

of the meanes of ſalvation, whoſe caſe and condition is deepely to be deplored : And as for us in MygleſWwiche wee have had none, 
neicher good nor bad fince Aſartinmas, Anno Dom, 1649. bur ſuch as the Scottiſh Presbiterie furniſhed us withall (bemoaning our miſerable 
eſtate) tor hee who then ſupplyed the place, departed this life abour the day of the dare above mentioned ; and wee immediatly after his 
death rode to one Maſter Fam s, Miniſter of Riton, being one of the Prebends of Durham, intreating him with all earneſtneſſe with an 
humble Petition, becauſe he then was in authoritie, and no more of that ſett left in the Countie, but all fled becauſe of the Scots ; thar 
this our poore Pariſh of Adngleſwicke might once atJength haverthe fruition of a faithfull Miniſter, but hee anſwered thar they (wv1z.) the Pre- 
bends had already appointed us a man, namely one Fohn Dxery whom we knew ; Then with all our ſoules wee beſought him that we mighe 
be exempted of that Dxecry, becauſe wee knew him to be no Preacher, and his life and converſation ſcandalous, and had two places at thar 
preſent already as we told him ; and- alſo that he publikely confeſſed in a Pu)pit before an open aſſembly that hee could not preach, and 
yet that alpiring Pretend (whole lifeleſſe conſcience we leave to your cenſure) replyed that they had once authorized him, and wee neither 
could nor ſhould Cepoſe him, and healſorold us in plane rearmes,that if he could reade the prayer booke, and an homily, it was nothing 
to us what kind of man he was ;z ſo when things would be no better, it behooved us to come home with theſe cold comforts, having heavy 
hearts that our ſoules ſhou}d a longer ſeaſon be inthralled to ſuch a ſimple, yea (we dare ſay) finfull Minifter, who is ignorant of the very 
princip;es of Religion: (yer our Allſufticient God(ſecing that we were bur breeding and beginning in Chriſtianitie )would let no more be aid 
upon us then we were able to beare) and fo feeing us unwilling to accept of him he gave over, Then the place being void for the ſpace of 
a whole yeare, wee our [elves berwixt griefe and necetſirie went abroadzofecke, and ir pleaſed our God to ſend ſuch an one as our ſoules 
longed 2t:er,anl no ſooner found we one whom our minds afect2d,bur immediatly thoſe Prebends (who whether they were friends or foes 
co Chriſt, judge-yee) that will nor ſticke ro hazard their heads, ſo they may hinder the truth, doe impoſe one Braidly upon us, a bird broughr 
out of the net of their boſomes, who (we may ſay withour ſinne) is one of the moſt deboiſt amongſt the ſonnes of men, for hee will neither 
preact himſelfe nor yer permit others, bur upon the Sabbath day hee rooke the [Locke from the Church doore, and faſtned on one of his 
owne, ſv as that the Pariſhioners were forced fer to ſtand in the Church yard to diſcharge divine duties with their Miniſter in cold froſt and 
ſow,ro the infinice diſhonour of the Almightie, the great griefe of their minds, and the dreadfull indangering of themſelves in that Romy 
time ofthe yeare ;z other times before he came into the Church whilſt our own Miniſter was in his exhorration,and ſtood up beſide him reading 
with a loud voyce in a boSke to overtop the ſound of his words, Afterward pulled him by the coare when hee was in the Pulpit, bur when 
neither of theſe would cauſe him ro deſiſt from duty, he goes and rings the Bels all aloud; neither is this all, bur out of malice cals a Commu. 
nion and enters upon the ſacred action without any preparation Sermon before the day. Now the people having proteſted before as they 
were dite ted to doe before by the Parliament againſt all Popiſh innovations, they doubred and therefore durſt no: communicate with him mn 
theſe 11s corrupt courtes, And likewiſethe ſayd Braid/y had affirmed before the open aſſembly, that the Proteſtation was falſe, Tien hee 
after that venterh his invererate envie with his ſecret and fſinfull intention, for after that he had comeand collected a Catalogue of the names 
of thoſe that had reſtrayning cenſciences; at the next Seſſions afier he indied them all above 14. yeares old and above, yea many of them 
being ſuch as a prudent Paſtor would in no wiſe have admiued to partake of thoſe precious ordinances, by reaſon of their minoritic and

That albcir, for the reafons expreſſed in His former Paper, He cannot conſent to a Bill, and the Ordinance for Aboliſhing 
Biſhops : Yer for rhe atisfaQtion of His two Houſes, and ferling the publique Peace, He will conſent to a Bill for the taking 
away of all Arch-biſhops, Chauncellours, and Commiſſaries, Deanes, and Sub-deanes, Deanes and Chapters, Arch- 
deacons, Canons and Prebendaries, and all Chaunters, Chancellours, Treſurers, Sub-Treſurers,Succenters, and Sacriſts, and 
all Vicars Chorall, and Choriſters, old Vicars and new Vicars of any Cathedrall or Collegiat Church, and all other their un- 
der Otlicers out of the Church of England, and Dominion of Wales, and out of the Church of Ireland. 

And further, His Majeſty will Conſent to ſuſpend the exerciſe of all Epiſcopall Government for the ſpace of three yeares , 
and hath Conſented, and will Conſent to confirme the Form of Church Government now preſented to Him for the ſaid three 
yeares ; And thatno other ſhall be uſed during that time. In which time His Majeſty continues His deſire ; That a Conſulta- 
tion may be had with the Aſſembly of Divines at Weſtminſter, (twenty of His own nomination being added) To the end, rhat 
His Majeſty and His two Houſes may within thoſe three yeares informe themſelves of the praftice of the Primitive Church in 
Point of Epiſcopacy, and may accordingly agree in limiting the Biſhops to the Councell and Aſſiſtance of Presbyters, and in 
the exerciſe of their Juriſdiction and coins their number if it be thought fir. 

And His Majeſty will Conſent, thar in caſe no Settlement ſhall be agreed on within the ſaid three years, Then after the ſaid 
time, the power of Ordination ſhall not be exerciſed by Biſhops without the Councell, and Afiſtance of Presbyters. And that 
no other Epiſcopal Juriſdiction ſhall be exerciſed byBiſhops, but ſuch, and in ſuch manner as ſhall be agreed on by His Majeſty 
and His two Houſes of Parliament. ; 

And His Majeſty doth profeſſe, That, if in that time He be Convinced, that the Fun&tion of Biſhops is not agrecable to 
the Word of God, or that Chriſt Commanded any other Government, He will moſt chearfully imbrace that, and rake away 
Epiſcopacy z But untill He be ſo Convinced, He believes Himſelf bound in Conſcience, as it is above expreſſed. 

The rfl, of His Majeſties Anſwer to the Propoſition concerning Religion, as it was this day delivered by Him to the Commiſſi- 

oners to be tranſmitted, is the ſame as that of the ninth inſtant. His Majeſty profeſſing that this now was the frrtheſt that He

yd Hat whenſoever any Forces ſhall be by vertue of an Order from the Generall,or irom 
WF \uch as he ſhall appoint, upon a march or removing Quarters , they ſhall at the 
Sy 1 ownes or Pariſhes where they ſhall be orderedto quarter, be billected in the uſual] 
S-3& IP Way by the Quarter-Maſter of ſuperiour Officers, according to the direCtions of the 
Conſtables or chiefe civil! Officers of the ſaid Townes or Pariſhes ; And the reſpeCive Inhabitants 
where any of the ſaid Souldiers ſhall be lo billetted ſhall receive them, and for one night, or two 
nightsat the moſt, ſhall finde them their ordinary family diet, where with the Souldier ſhall be con- 
tented, and pay for the ſame at the rate of ſix pence per diem for a Foot Souldier, and twelve pence 
per aiem tor a Trooper, and hay onely for his Horſe.

/1n may be mol:ſteq, impriſoned, refrained or touched, withaud a Legall cauſe ſheWn i1 the Warrant, whereby be is moleſted or reftrained, (and that al/o in a due courſe of 
the Laws knoWn procte tings, Without countermands from the willof any man) wheres row mens Perſons are troublid and reſtrained at will, and deſtroyed by long Imprs- 
ſonmerts, no man knowes for what : eAnd alſo that no mans Eſtate nay be lyable teany diſpoſal or prejudice, but by the knotyn Law: of the Land, and the lawfull jndg- 
mert of hi Equals, 

lV. That Free Succeſſive Parliaments may be ſetled, with times of their Begiming and Ending, and with their Ancient Power and Priviledges : And that the 
Junſaitive Power Which Parliaments have taken upon them to exerciſe mn theſe tmes of Warre and Diftrattion, (by taking upon them the judgement of particular

E need not infiſt much upon the ſo generally known Calamities of this deplored 

INand, by the want of, or fault in the regiment of our affairs in Church and State, 

ſince the depoling firſt, and after (we with we could not ſay ) murther of our Jaw- 

full and good King. Only, as we cannot but aſcribe the paſt, preſent, and impending 

diſtraGions in the three Nations, to the juſt judgment of God upon us in genera] for our Treaſons 

and Rebellions againſt his Annointed : So (being truly ſenſible that this Nation was firſt in the 

wickedneſſe) we think it a duty impending us in particular , firſt to endeavour the expiation of 

thole dreadfull crying fins of Rebellion and Murther , we ſtand fo hainouſly guilty of, by doing 

enance in this ſheet (being ar preſent capable of bringing no berter a Peace-offering) that ſo we 

who led others to wickedneſſe, may be likewiſe an example and inducement to their repentance. 
And therefore (though briefly) moſt ſeriouſly remonſtrate. 

I. That ( bawing duly conſidered the preſent flate of Afﬀairs in the three Nations, The Confuſion

Il. That we do heartily and abſolutely own Charles II. Crowned King of Scots, to be rightfully, 
both by the Laws of God, and the three Nations, nndoubted K ing of England, Scotland and Ireland; 
And that we hold our ſelves engaged by conſcience, duty, and Allegiance, not only to the utmoſt of our 
power to defend him fromthe wiolence and treachery of his Enemics, but withall to endeavour his re- 
ftauration to that Right and Enjoyment of the three Nations he is ſo unjuſtly debarr'd of, nader theſe, 


or ſome other Qualifications of the like nature. 

1. T hat he ſhall abſ(olutcly and without exception grant his gracious pardon in general toall and every of 
his and his Fathers enemies, as tolife and Member, for all andall manner of matters and things atted or done in 
oppolition to his Fatheror himſelf, before his ettabliſhment inthe three Nations, be their offences or crimes 


of what nature ſoever. 
2. That a reaſonable reſpect be had to the Purchaſers of Crown or Church-lands, ſo that they may

3. That all the Soldiers who ſerve under the Parliament in Exgland, Scotland and Treland , or elſewhere, 


may have ſpeedy ſatisfaQtion for their Arrearsby ſome way and means to be ccnſider'd of, before the Kings 
introduction, and tobe ſpecified in certain Articles to be tender'd him upon the ſame. That ſo as far as 


may be there may be an accommodation with all perſons whatſoever. 
And as we are fully perſwaded that this is the only means under God left us tor the healing our 


breaches and diviſions in ſome meaſure, reſtoring Peace, Trade, and Plenty to this miſerably di- 
{tracted and almoſt undone Realm, reſcuing the loſt honour of thele tormerly fo renowned 
Kingdoms from reproach and infainy among the neighbour Nations, and averang the io viſthly 
revenging hand of God : ſo we do with all carneſtneſs poſlible invite all choſe in England and 
Scotland, who have any ſpark of Religion, Conſcience, Juſtice, Loyalty, Ingenuity , or common 
Honeſty, to return with us to their Allegiance, which is the aſſerting of the Good old Cauſe indeed, 
which we firſt generally declared for , but have ſince been biafſed by Ambition and Intereſt fo

T hoſe perſons having cauſe to deſpair of the Parliaments compliance with 
their horrid and deſtructive Principles, though never fo artificially and plauſibly held forth : 
* Which ſingle a& in it ſelf, though 1t wasa tranſcendent violation of that Kingdoms Birth. 
right, yet it ſeemed too cheap and vile a Sacrifice to their ambition, except they mingled with it 
the blood of their and our Lawful Soveraign ; In Order whereunto, They preſumed to erect 
a Court, called by themſelves A High Court of Fuſtice, where (by an Ugly and Execrable 
Fentence) they Condemned him to ; ty which was Executed under all the circumſtantial 
zoravations of Barbariſm. Since which time, the. People of this Kingdom having not had 
- opportunity of Aſſembling themſelves in Iretand, until the meeting of this General Conven- 
fon; And being by the bleſsingot God now met, We judge it our duty to Declare, and do 
hereby Declare to the whole World, Our unfained and hearty deteſtation of, and Our Prote-

1nd contrary to their Oathes of Allegiance and Supremacy, ther Proteſtation, the Solemne League and Covenant, and ſundry Declarations and 
Remonſtrances of both Hoxſes, to-His late Murdered M AF ESTY, His Heires, and Succeſſours, the whole Kingdomes of England, Scotland, and 
IrNand, and to-all forargne States and Nations ( ſince our excluſion and forced abſence trom their Counſels, by reaſon of the Armies force ) moſt 
preſumptuouſly arcogated and uſurped to themſelves the Title of, The ſapreme Authority of this Kingdome : and by colour and pretence there- 
of, have wickedly and audacionſly preſumed, withour and againſt our privities or conſents, and againſt the unanimous Yote of the Houſe of Peers, 
toereRt a H17h Conrt of Fuſtice (as they terme it) though never any Court themſelves, to Arraigne and Condemne His Majeſty againſt the lawes 
if God, and the municipail Lawes of the Realme: which Coart (conliſting for the moſt part of ſuch partial and engaged Perſons who had tor- 
merly vowed His eMajeſties deſtruction, and ſought His bl oft zHegally and unjuſtly refuſed to admir of Hrs Majeſties juſt Reaſons and 
exceptions 2gainſt rheir #ſurped 1nriſdiction ; and without any IKwfull Authority or Proofe againſt Him, or legal Triall, prelumed moſt rrayte- 
- and impiouſly to Condemne and Murder Him : and (ſince that, have likewiſe preſumed to Trie and Arraigne ſome Peers, and others Free 
Subjects of this Realme for their Lives, contrary to Alagna Charta, the Petition of Right, the Lawes of the Land, and the Liber:y of the Snbjedts,

And whereas the {aid confederated Commons, have likewiſe tyrannically and audacioully preſumed contrary to their 0athes and Engagements 
| zforefaid, ro rake upon them, to make As of Parliament ( as they terme them ) withour our priviry or aſſents, or the joynt conſent of the Kino 
and Houſe of Lords, contrary to the Uſe and Priviledges of Parliament and known Laws of the Land, and by pretext thereof have 1rayterouſly 
and wickedly endeavoured to Diſ-inberit the Illuſtrious CHARLES Prince of Wales, next Heire to the Crowne, and attuall KING of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France and Irclazd, immediately after His ſaid Royall Fathers barbaros Mnrther, by right of deſcent ,, and proclaimed it Trea- 
ſon, for any Perſon to Proclaime Him KING ; ( whereas it is High Treaſon in them thus to prohibir His proclaiming ) and have likewiſe trayre- 
wyſly and :97pndently encroached a Tyrannicall and lawleſſe Power to themſelves to vote downe our auntient Xingly and Monarchicall Govern- 
ment, & the Houſe of Peers ; and to make a New,Great Seale of England without the King's PortraidFure or Stile, & toalter the antient Regal! and 
 legall ſtile of Writs, and Proceedings in the Courts of Tuſtice ; and to create New Indges, and Commiſſioners of the Great Seale, and to diſpenſe

allthe Counties, Cities, and Burroughs which We repreſented in Parliament, publickly declarc and ſolemnly proteſt before the all-ſeeing 
God, the whole Kingdomes of England,Scotland,and Ireland,and the world, that we doe from the botrome of our hearts abominate, renounce 
and diſclaime all the ſaid pretended Acts, Votes, and proceedings of the ſaid confederate Members, ( aCted under the Armies power againſt 
our Conſents ) as treaſonable, wicked, illegall, unparliamentary, tyrannicall, and pernitious both to the King, Parliament, Kingdomes, and all 
the free-borne People of this Realme ; exireaily diſadvantagious and diſhonourable to our Nation, ſcandalous to our Religion, and mcer for- 
cbleUlurpations, and Nullicies void in Law to all intents and purpoſes ; which we, and all the Free-men of this Kingdome, and all the King- 
domes and Dominions thereto belonging, are bound = to difavow, oppugne, and reſiſt as ſuch, with our purſes, armes, lives, to the laſt 
drop of our blouds ; and to which, neither We, nor any other can, ought, or dare to ſubmir or aſſent in the leaſt degree, without incurring the 
ouilt of High Treaſon, and the higheſt perjury,infamy 8 diſloyalty. And in caſe the ſaid Confederates ſhall not ſpeedily retract, 8 deſiſt from 
thoſe their treaſonable pradiſes,and ryrannical uſurpations ; (which We cordially deſire and entreat them by all obligations of love and reſpect 
. they have to God, Religion, their King, Country,8& Poſterity timely to do.) We do hereby denounce & declare them to be Traytors & publike 
Enemies both to the King and Kingdome, and ſhall eſteem and proſecuterthem, with all their wilfull Adherents, an voluntary Aſiſtants as 
ſuch; and endeavour to bring them to ſpeedy and condigne Puniſhment, according to the Selemne League and Covenant , wherein, We truſt 
the whole Kingdom, all thoſe for whom We ſerve, and the Lord of Hoits himſelf to whoms We have ſworne and lifted up our hands, hearts, and 
fervent prayers will be aiding and affiſting to us, and all our Brethren of Scotland & Ireland who are united & conjoyned with us in Covenant to 
ur God,and Allegiance to our Soverajgne King CHARLES the Second, Who (wetruſt) will make good all His deſtroyed Fathers Conceſ-

E have long expected with great impatience, an happy end of our waſting diviſions by meanes 
of a Perſonall Treaty, ſo often preſſed by our Brethren of Scotlaxd, and earneſtly defired by 
the Generality of the Kingdome, as appeareth by the late ſeverall Petitions of the reſpective 
Counties to that purpoſe. Bur we find by ſad experience that the Independent party, inſtead 

of applying themſelves to the ſettlement and compoſure of differences, according ro their 

Fa faith publiquely given to the whole Kingdome, (But moſt ſhamefully violated in their pro- 
al poſals of the Army) have ſeized into their hands, and Garriſoned all the ſtrong places of the 

Kingdome, overrunning, diſarming, and plundering the Country, as if it were a Conquered 

: Nation. And all this for no other cauſe : But that they in an humble way had manifeſted 

their defires of Peace, and to have an end of thoſe heavy preſſures ; which lay upon them, by the arbitrary power of 

Committees, and the unjuſt continuation of the Acciſeand Land-taxes, after the utter defeat of the Kings party ; from 
whoſe fines and Compoſitions they drew money cnough to have ſatisfied moſt part of the debtes of the Kingdome. 
And ſeeing likewiſe that the Power and affaires of the Navy, were pur into ſuch hands, as were not onely enemies ro the 
King and Kingdome, buteven to Monarchy it ſelfe, that the ſtile of Commiſſions ar Sea were lately altered, leaving 

out the Kings name, and mentioning onely the Parliament and Army, which we underſtood to be a diſinherifon of His 

Majeſty and His Children, that we Pad no ſetled forme of Divine worſhip, no Communions, little or no Preaching on 

board bur by illitterate and mechanique perſons, that there was a deſigne of introducing Land Souldiers into every Ship 
to maſter and over-awe the Sea men, things ſo contrary to the ancient Cuſtomes and orders of the Sea, that we 
thought our ſelves bound in Conſcience to doe ſomething tor the recovery of our owne right 8 re-ſtabliſhment of Re- 
ligion according to the word of God, and the Covenant ſolemnly taken, the Honor, preſervation, and freedome of 

His Majeſty, the Priviledge of Parl:ament, and the Liberty of the SubjeR, and not be made any longer the unhappy In- 
ſtrument of the miſery of King and Kingdome, at which time God pur, it finto our mindes, and incouraged our 

hearts, and ſtrengthened our hands, to remove Collonel Rainsburrow trom the command of the Fleet, a man of moſt

.he PARLIAMENT and the faid Officers of the ſaid ARMY, 

And We do alſo Declare, That-We ſhall through the ſtrength of God aſſert and maintain the Freedom and Privy iledge of rhe 
preſent PARLIAMENT, that was ſo often ad lately acknowledged, the Supream Authority of the Nations , and not 
ſuffer the Members thereof to be illegally interrupted, or moleſted in the diſcharge of their Duries. 


And We do ſolemnly Vowro all rhe World, That our only intention in doing this, is to preſerve the Rights of Our Coun- 
trey, And to Protect and encourage all the godly and faithfull rherein, according ro Our Declaration to the Churches lately emir- 
red and Publiſhed : And likewiſe to eſtabliſh rhe Peace or theſe Nations, md the Government of a Free State or Common- 
wealth , to which We ſtand Obliged by ſeveral Vowes and Engagements made bofore God and many Witneſles, 


And as We have within us the Teltimony of fincere hearts, and unbyaſed Confciences to encou: age us in theſe Underr 
kinos : ſo we doubt nor of the concurrent Aſſiſtance of all the unprejudiced faithful in the Land ; For whoſe ſakes pr acipall 
We are drawn forth to this Engagement.

And forthe cleere underitanding of Our Reſolutions to maintain Peace, We may have the confidence and happineſſe to refer (againit 
all maligniry whatſoever)to Our former ſixteen yeares Reign; (too-long to difſemble Our Nature) if in all this cime Wee never cauſed 
the fuſfon of one drop of blood, it muſt needs be thought, that in Our riper judgement in Government, We ſhould never open ſuch IC- 
ſues a5 might drown Us and Our Poſterity in them : Bur We are ſure to have no enemies, but in the defence ofthe true Proteſtant Pro- 
feſſion, the Right of the eſtabliſhed Laws, and forthe preſervation of peace: and certaialy all theſe mult be all yours, as well as Our

Andto the end that this preſent Poſturewherein We meet, ſhould not affright you, with the diſtempers of the times, the Example of 
the two Houſes having made Us prepare for a Guard to Us and Our Childrens Perſons, We wiſh you to looke into the Compoſition 
and Conſtitution of it, and you will finde it ſo far from the face or feare of War, thar it ſerves to ſecure you,as well as Us, from it : For 
Our Choice is of the prime Gentry,and of one Regiment of Our Trained Bands, which cannot be thought to oppreſſe the Countrey(be- 
ing their own) nor war with themſelves. And We further aſſure yon, We never intended to uſe Forreigners or diſaffeted in Religion : 
and that you may fully atſure your ſelves of Our ſole dependancy upon the love and ſervice of Our own people, to live and die with 
them, We have Armed theſe Our Subje&s z which had been moſt irrationall,if We had ever intend:d to have uſed Strangers. And 
farther, you may perceive that We receive none, but ſuch as ſtand cleere in Loyalty and Religion, for which reaſon We have cauledthe 
Oathes of Allegiance and Supre to be given them. Likewiſe, to prevent any diſtempers at home, We have, and ſhall put the 
train?d Bands of all this Our Kingdome under the Command.of Perfons of honour, confidence, and affeRion to their Countrey , 
{traicly charging, upon their Allegiance, no Officer to accept any command in them, nor Souldiers to obey any fave ſnch as are au- 
thorized by Vs. And for the prevention of any innovared power over you, you ſhall have Vs here to govern you, and the Souldiory 
co prote& you in Peace, andro relieve you againſt all oppreſſions for thar, as we have told you before, muſt ariſe from ſome great vi- 
olation (which We hape God will prevent) and not from this preparation of our Subjets. Therefore ler none of you be affrighted 
wich vain feares ; if ſuch a warre ſhould follow, it followes the Authors home to their owne doores : and ſuch ( by the confidence of 
our Perſon with you) We aſſure Qur Self you are not.

fenders of Religion, Peace, and Liberty ; whereas they become infe&ious, and contagious to the people, ſeducing them into vaine 
fancies and deluſions, as may appeare by their warrants which we could trace to ſome Pulpits, as We are credibly informed : and you 
ſe it were juſt in Vs, to puniſh theſe as Authors of Sedition, bur that it would be too great a favour, for it would honour them with 
the Title of Martyrdome, for Gods caule, as they vainely pretend : butyou may now ſee from whence this Spirit comes, that would 
make Vs to be in the Ad of deſtruction of Religion, Our Perſon a diſturber of the Peace, and ready to introduce Slavery.

To all Perſons within Our Kingdome of England, and Dominion of Wales , ro whom theſe preſents ſhall come; Greeting. Wee camot withour 


7D, memory, hath bcene moſt barbarouſly and moſt cruelly Murthered, by the hands of bloody Traytours and Rebels within Our Kingdome of England, 
"= 2» with proceedings and circumſtances fo prodigious, that the particulars induce rather amazement than expreſſion, And although We have hitherto 
ſeemed ſilent ina marter ſo highly concerning Us, as not publickly to expreſſe to the People of England ON. of heart and high deteſtarion of that heynous fa : Yer 
being now ſafely arrived in a ſmall part of Our owne Dominions, at the Iſland of Ferſey, We have thought fit rather from hence, where Our Kingly Authoriry takes 
par than from any forraigne Countrey, where We have been hitherto neceſſirated to reſide, publickly ro Declare, That out of a bitter ſenſe and indignation of thoſe 
orrid proceedings againſt Ourdeare Father, Weare according to the Lawes of Natyre and Juſtice, firmly reſolved, by the affiftance of Almighty God, though We 
riſh alone in the enterprize, to be a ſevere Avenger of His Innocent blood, which was ſo barbarouſly ſpilr, and which calls ſo lowd to Heaven for Vengeance. And 

_ We ſhall therein by all waies and meanes poſſible, endeayqur to any ow bring to their due puniſhment thoſe bloody Traytours who were either Actors or Contrivers 
of that unparalelF'd and inhumane Murcher. And fince it hath pleaſed God ſo to diſppſe; as by ſuch an untimely Martyrdome, to depriveUs bf ſo good a Father, arit 
England of ſo gracious a King z We doe further Declare, That by His Death the Croke of England, with all Priviledges, Rights, and Preheminences, belonging there- 
unto, is by a cleare and undoubted Right of Succeſſion juſtly and lincally deſcended won Us, as next & immediate Heyre 8& Succeſſor thereunto, without any Condition 
or Limitation, without any Intermiſſion or Claime, without any Ceremony or Solcmnity wharſoever; And that by vertue thereof We are nowin Right lawfully ſeized 
of the ſaid Crowne ; and ought by the Lawcs of God and of that Nation to enjoy a Royall power there, as well in Church as Common-wealth, to Governe the People 
of that Kingdome, according to the antient and knowne Laes, to maintaine them in Peace and Juſtice,and to proteQ and defend them fromthe oppreſſion of any uſur- 
ped Power whatſoever. And the People of that Nation by the like Laiwes owe unto Us, and ought reciprocally to pay duty and obedience unto Us, as unto their Liege 
Lord and Soveraigne. This Royall Right of Ours is grouncied upon fo cleare a Tirle,is ſetled by ſuch fundamentall Lawes, confirmed by ſo many Oathes of Allegiance 
in all Ages, is ſupported by ſuch along continued Succeſſion in Our Royall Progenitgurs, and by ſuch a Conſtant ſubmiſſion of all the People, that the ſame can admit 
of no Diſpute, no a&t of Our Predeceſſours can debarre Us of it, no Power on Earth cajuſtly rake it from Us ; and by the undoubred Lawes of that Nation, to oppole 
Us either in the Claim or Exercfſe thereof ,is a Treaſon ot the higheſt degree. And although the bloody Contrivers of our Fathers Murther ( out of a pernitious hatred to 
all Monarchies) have by force, agmuch as in rhem lies, Diſ-inherited us of Our Princ&y Right thereunto, Baniſhed and proſcribed Us, ſeizedall Our Revenues, prohibi- 
ted all entercourſe and ſupplies to be ſent to Us, and have by violence impoſed upon the People of England a new Yoake of popular Tyranny;to the utter ſubverkion, not 
onely of Our Juſt Rights, bur of their Lawes and Liberties.

And therefore W e will detain himherenolonger, (of whole good ſer- 
ou + vices Weareverylenfible)nor will W edelay to let you know by him Qur gracious acceptance of 
your Addreſs,and how well W e are fatisfied with your carriages,and with the generality oftheMiniſters of Scot- 
land,in this time of trial, whilſt ſome, under ſpecious pretences, [werved from that Duty and Allegiance they 
oweto Us.

the onely Legal Parliament of England, until your Legal Diſſolution ; and no other Authority or Power ought to be 
owned or exerciſed amongſt us: and for our parts, we will neicher ſubmit to, nor own any other for the preſext 
Azutherity, but Yours; and in Yours we will acqueſce,(as in the rightful Supreme Authority of England) and in no other 
whatſoever, Andas it is our Duty to Own and Obey your Authority ; ſo, it is your Duties (Providence havin 
Apencd the way for you) to Return to your Truſt, Ir is Treaſon in us to forſake and decline your Authority, = 
Breach of Truſt in you not to take upon you the exerciſe thereof. 

.You are the rightful and natural Head of our Countyey, from whence all ſubordinate Powers and Adminiſtrati- 
ons Civil are derivative, withour which a Legal zew Parliament cannot be called : Law and Common Right denies 
that co the Sword; it iS inherent only in you, 

| The Army as ae jure they may not diſturbe or interrupt the Freedom of Parliaments, fo de jure they cannot Sum- 
1:02 4 Parliament, nor impoſe a Government upon us: for the People of Exglazidare a free People, the true Original 
of their own Authority. 

And as the Army can neither give nor take away the right of the People, ſo neither will they any waies hinder 
or interrupt your Seſſion, or invade their Countries Right : for have they not like true Engliſh men appeared as one man 
for rhe Good Old Cauſe, and made ſo honeſt and honourable a procedure therein, as hath united all che hearts of the 
honeſt and well-minded of the Nation to them > for which moſt juſt and conſciencious #ndertaking, we do declare 
our ſelves in union with them,and their friends to be our fricnds,thetr enemies our enemics;and that we will ſtand 
or fall with them in this their glorious cnterprize. Therefore tear not their interpolition ; their intereſt and ours 
is allone, and we will joyntly ſtand by you and own you, as (indeed you arc) the Supreme Authority of the Common- 
wealth of England (as it was eſtabliſhed ar your laſt Seſſion) without K17g or Houſe of Lords : The ſeveral ſeeming Par- 
liaments in this deploratle 1aterval of your Authority, and the ſeveral Models of obtruded Government ſince, being 
no other, then as oxe continued At of uſurpation and innovation upon the Rights of the People, and their Power of 
Parliaments. | | 

And now the Grand Encmie and Interruptcr of your Seſſion being in the Dult, He that /etted being taken away, 
your Authority ariſeth and reviveth ; and the Army,People and Nation,ot courſe retirc to the Good OldCauſe; and 
all rhat have continucd or are faithful tro Authority of Parliaments, zzwte you and call tor you, aud challenge the 
Freedom of yoor Seſſion as of Engliſh Right: and as you bad and cruly derived your firſt Seſſion from the People, fo we 
preſent you with this ſignal of onr raimous Agreement for your Re-aſſembling and Seſjion at Weitmingter : but we de- 
fire you to humble your felves, and repent truly of your great _ in your laſt Seffion, which were very many 
and grievous; but we truſt your cycs arc opened,and you {ce your miſcarriages,8 that you will be faithful and carc- 
ful Truſtees for the People. Indeed ſo hath the Divine Providence of God ordercd the tate of Aﬀairs, that your In- 
tcreſt is and muſt be, to be honelt to the People, or you will periſh by their hand, V Ve do own and acknowledge, 
you are the fitteſt perſoxs in this Nation todo the work of the People, and ſettle us in true freedom and peace z, and there- 
tore the hearts of the good people are towards you, and invite you : do but you appear, and all the Court-Policies and 
Pracices will end in that moment, your enemies will be quite defunct and defeated ; Plots and Deſigns, Infurreti- 
ons and Invaſions will be prevented,our Diviſions and Diftrations will be compoſed ; and we ſhall return ro ſettle- 
ment and ſafety ; otherwiſe both Army and Navy, Nation and Pcople, will be all confounded, rvined and loſt, 

Bur in Caſe of your Aſſembly again, we deſire, That at your firlt ſitting down, you may aſcertat a time for 
your ending, and for the Succeſſion and Beginning of a new Repreſentative; and ſo ſettle the Foundations of our Govern- 
menr,as our Parliaments may be Succefſive,and of Courſe,wirh their certain times of their Beginning and Ending 
and with ſuch Boundaries, Limitations and Powers, as all Arbitrarineſs in Government may be prevented, at:d the 
Rights and Freedoms of the People ſecured, And we ſhall (rogether with your and our faichful Army) ftand or 
fall withyou, in the neceſſary and juft Defence of your Perſons and Authority,

but one of Nine, and him a Burgeſs, taken up with the Publick Concern of the Chair, 
from minding our particular Grievances. 

II. That no unuſual previous Oath may be put upon any thatis to ſit in Parlia- 
ment. | 

III, That no Tax may be put upon us without our Free conſent in Parliament. 

TV: That the Fundamental Laws of the Land, the Priviledges of Parliament, the 
Liberty of the Subje&, the Property of Goods, may be aſſerted and defended, according 
tothe on Declaration of Parliament when they undertook the War. 

V. Thatthe True Proteſtant Religion may be profeſſed and defended, a lawful 
Succeſſion of Godly and Able Miniſters continued and encouraged, -and the two U- 
niverſities, and all Colledges in or belonging to either of them, Preſerved and Coun. 
tenanced. 

Theſe our Juſt Rights we lay Claime to, as Free-born Engliſh-men, and reſolve to 
aflert.

Hereas this Famous County, Honoured formerly for its puiflance and ſtrength

And therefore, it is well worrh your obſervation what was ſaid by M. Fohn Pym, a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, in his Speech againſt the Ezrle of Serafſord, in the beginning of the Parliament, which Speech is publifked by the 
exprefle Order of the Houſe of Commons, the words are theſe : The Law # that nhich puts a difference betwixt good and 
evis, betnixt juſt and unjuſt , if you take anay the Law, all things will fall into a confuſion, every man nill become a Law unto him- 
ſelfecbich in the depraved condition of humane nature muſt _—_ produce many great enormities : Luft will become a Law , and 
Envie will become a Lan, Covetouſneſie and Ambition will become Lawes , and what Difatts, nhat Derifions ſuch Lawes wilt 
produce, may eaſily be diſcerned, * &c. They that love this Common-wealth, as things now ſtand, will uſe all meaxes to

Libcrties of the people, both as men and Chriſtians 3 Your Perltioners are filled with hope, thar 
a price being once more-pur into your hands, you will endeavour ro compleat and perfe& whar you have de- 
clared ; that rhe ſincerity of your engagements may be made conſpicuous in the eye of the worls, by the 
reality of your righteous Aﬀtions, And although we cannot omir co cxpreſle the fears in ſome, of a re- 
lapſe, by the continuance of many in places of truſt, who in April 1659. lavourcd not onely to make the 
Name of a Commonwealth odious, but to plunge us into a more dangerous gult of Tyranny and ſlavery 
then we were in in 1640, yet we are rather perſwaded, that the God of Heaven, after his long chaſtiſemenr 
both of you and us ( who hath made the Mountain of Monarchy become a Plain, by reſtoving you to your 
intruſted Rights) will carry you on to accompliſh greater things then hitherto our cycs have cen : That the 
preſent Age may joyfully conclude your laſt Works to be more glorious then the former, and future Gene-

all the wayes they can to gratifie,and complie with your Parliament, not caring who they diſpleaſe, ſo they fatisfie them, 
verily thinke, the Queen as the matrer ſtands, will not trouble them long heere, and that yee ſhall have her in Englaud yet 
a good while before Eaſter.

we likewiſe did mutually ſy npathize, but ſince that former paſſionis evlaplicered by new ___— we are 
alſo poſſeſſed with the greateſt part of the ſame. Our entertainement here at Holand was firſt very Noble, but 
of late we qt y ſes, that the Dunch liberality is much extenuzted, notwitkſtafiding the Princes gene- 
eoſity is ſtill royally coatributed to'Us daily.

But we heare for 
certainty and by credible information, that our Coufin the ur Snbagrarned is ſet forward with a Fleet for 
Evglernd, his intent God knowes : That our royall Brother likewiſe the King of Frexce, with the King 9; 
Spain, and the States of Venice are in apreparation of a gteat Navie, but God of his infinite mercy prevenc 
the effuſion of bloud, that the Branches of peace and tranquility may not ſpring frem ableudy reot.

22 leh truſty and right well-beloyed Couſin, we greet you well. Under- 

P/ itanding with great contentment that the two Houſes of Parliament 
have reſolved upon a Perſonall Treaty with His Majeſty, (one of the 

particulars orefſd by us 1n our Declaration of the 29. of Fuly laſt , as 

moſt conducing to the ſerclement of a bleſſed Peace) V Ve have thought fit to ac- 
quaint you with our ſenſe &defires concerning the ſame,to the end that theymay 
be communicated by you to the Houſe of Peers from us. Firſt, we propoſe, That 
the Treaty be appointed to be in ſuch place,and in ſuch manner,as may beſt con- 
fiſt with the Honour, Freedome, and Safety of His Majeſty, whereby the agree- 
ment to be made,may not be blemiſheFwith any face of reſtraint. Secondly, I hat 
the Treaty may be betwixt His Majeſty and His two Kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, pl as the matters in difference may equally fall under the conſideration 
of all perſons concerned therein. Thirdly, that during the ſaid Treaty, there be a 
generall Ceſſation of Armes, to the end that the affections of the people, though 
engaged in ſeverall parties, may thereby be prepared to meet in amuty and bro- 
therly kindnefle, and that no —_— or ſucceſſes may diſturb the 
proceedings in this Treaty. Laſtly, That an orderly moderate fabſiftence du- 
ring the Treaty may be breed upon for all Armies and Forces now on foot,and 
particularly for the Scotiſh Army, in ſuch manner as may be with the leaſt preſ- 
ſure on the Northerne Counties. Andif the two Houſes ſhall think fit to con- 
ſent unto the effect of what we now propound,as proper to render this Treaty ef- 
fectuall, we ſhall with great joy and alacrity interpoſe our mediation to the King 
our Father for the obtaining of all ſuch Conceſsions and Acts of Grace,as by the 
bleſsing of God may moſt conduce to a firm and laſting Peace,and the happineſle 
of His Majeſty and all His People.

Ure you were in one of your D:unken Firs, the Port flew high when you writ your Sottiſh, and Clowniſh Paper to 
me, that relliſhes of nothing but a Tippl'd Fool, and a Bragging Coward ; and the latter in ſo poor and mean a 
manner, that I am aſhamed it ſhou'd come from one that bears the Name, though not the Nature of a Gentleman : 
Your own feartul guilty Soul , knows that my late Letter, as well as a tormer to your ſelf ( together with all Paſſages 
between us ( were almoſt as foon communicated to your Father aud Mother, as to your ſelf, and not long after to 

ſome of your neareft Relations z Nay , many of- the Servants of both your Families were privy thereunto, and knew as much 
as your ſelf, and ſo did divers others in ſeveral places: All this I can prove by perſons well reputed ; and for the Letters ,

For my owae ſeuce of the buſineſſe rhus much in ſhorr, The 
ambirious Clergze will {never willingly) hearken to any alteration,(fer the better) much lefſe to a perfet Reforma- 
tion in the Church, andin this the Fapeſt and Liberrine will certainely joyne hands with chem: The Royaliſt will 
hinder (in what bee may) rhe pu :ging of the State, and he will be backed by Davids guard (though in a far greater 
mulcirade) mentioned, 1 54m. 22. Cap.6.2. And for rhe fooliſh neurrall, thar hopes to have his throat Jaft cur, 
it is likely, he is not an inconſiderable parrof the Kingdome, ſo chat now if you can conceive that the remainder 
is a ſtronger andas reſolute aparty as theſe, there is good hopes of a good Concluſion , elſe withour the omnipo-

: Loving Brethren, What have we done, that you are offended ? we are not conſcious, that any thing is ated by us, upon the pub- 
lick ] heater ; bur rhat which we judge, is acceptable to God, and that we have done hath proceeded from uprightneſs of hearr, and 
for the glory of God, the good of his Intereſt, Cauſe, and People in theſe Nations ; nothing lefſe then theſe worchy Ends could have 
cauied us to adventure our All that is dear to us, for yourgand their ſakes , and after ſuch a hazard, our brethren to look ſhie, upon 
us, yea ſuch, with whom wwe have lived and converſed t r, _ fought, and jeoparded our lives together, and witneſſes roge- 
ther of the glory of the moſt high God in the high places of.c fel 3 yea, we thar are of one ſociety, of one Family and Houfhold, 
(that none hitherto, through the grace of God, could diſ-unite us) now to be ar a diſtance with us,is thc greaceſt wound to us, which 
is unexpreflable. Tf ir had been from our enemies, we could have born ir. Oh ? bur they are the wounds of rhe houſe of our friends, 
and all this arifing, without firſt dealing brotherly wich us, and without ſo much as ſending to know the providential grounds that led

That it was by them forceably done , that we might not in 
a Parliamentary way diſcharge our conſciences and Truſt rnepdfed] In us by the people, 
whereby the Nations would through the bleſſings of God have been fetled. And 

upon thoſe Conceſſions from his Majeſty at the iſle of Whites Treaty,which we found to be a ſufficient 

ground, we did ceſolve,after ſome further Treaty,to conclude a Peace, and thereby prevent the efufion 
of more Chriftian blood, ſecure the people from furth@ Calamitics, and preſerve their rights and free- 
dome intire from any infolent or Arbitrary powers whatſoever : But bcing hitherto by violence 
kept out, and ſometimes impriſoned , we cannot poſſibly aft : Therefore we deſire your Excellency 
to remove that force which thus obitrus the peoples Rights and our freedome in Parliament , by 
which you will certainly open a door to the future ſafety and Tranquility of theſe Kingdomes, and 
we can further aſſure your Lordſhip, That in this the people will reſt ſatisfied, otherwiſe we 
can never expe& a laſting peace; for when they are limited and tyed to ſuch qualifications, as we

| Concerning the Towrc of London, [iis Majeſty did not expe&t , that having preferred a perſon of 
a knowne fortune, and an unqueſtionable reputation to that truſt , hee ſhould bee preſſed to remove him withour 
any particular charge objeRted againſt him, and therefore returnes this anſwer, Thar if upon due examination any 

particulars ſhall be preſented hh Majeſty,whereby it may appearethat his Majeſty was miſtaken in his opinion of 
che Gentleman , and that he is unkit forthe truſt committed to him, his Majeſty will make no ſcruple of itharging 
him, but otherwiſe his Majeſty is obliged in juſticeto himſelfe, to preſerve his own worke , leſt his favour and good

2. If any Lawſhould be now Made to take away that Priviledge, it would prove to be a great Inmowation, and al- 
ter the Condition and Conſtitution of that Biſboprick. | 

4. The EleQtion of Knights and Burgeſſes cannot be made 1n that County without the King's Jrit. But Breve 
Regis non currit in Comitatu Palatino Dunelmenſi : Which is the uſuall Returne that the Biſhop of Durham maketh to 
any Writ ſent unto him, in caſe any of his Liberties and Immunintes be infringed by it. 

. The City of Durham, and all other Corporations in that County hold their Charters from the Biſhop : to the ob- 
{ervance of whoſe Priviledges they are all Sworne, and Bound not to Attempt, or Adany thing to the contrary. 

6. This Attempt for Knights and Burgeſſes was firſt of all (about fifty three years ſince ) Projeted and Made by 
a few diſcontented Gentlemen , who ſought thereby,as they then threatned, to lefſen the Biſhops Power in his Courts 
and Juriſdiction over that County: Palatine. But, their Attempt prevailed not at that time, nor ever fince, in any Parli- 
ments following to this day- Neither could the King's Royal Progenitors ever be perlwaded to give way to any 
{uch New Attempt or Innovation. 

7. The whole County hath heretofore withſtood that Innovation, when it was firſt begun without the Conſent of 
the Biſhop : And in like manner many of the Freeholders and Gentlemen there withſtand it now , though tome 
others among them ſhew themlelves vehemently deſirous of it, and for the better obtaining of their Purpoſe, have, by 
their Agents offered the Biſhop for the time being, that he ſhall have the Nomination of One Knight, and One Burgeſs, 
it by Conſent an AG of Parliament may be paſſed tor it. 

8. There was never yet any Precedent for feuding ſich Knights aud Burgeſſes out of his Biſhoprick and Countie- 
Palatine, but onely in the time of CROMWEL L the Uſurper , who violently took away the Rights and Priviledges 
of it, and gave leave tothe diſloyall and diſaffected Parry of the Country to chooſe One Knight, and One Burgeſs, atter 
the Murther of the late King. 

9. The Perſons who now labour to ſet up Knights and Byrgeſſes in this Countie-Palatine ( and tell the Biſhop that 
they hope and exped to prevaile in it, whether he will give his content to it or no ) have neither any Right nor any 
Neceſlity to do it. 0 

10. For though they pretend to have the ſame Claim and Right, which all other Countries have in this particular , 

yet the Preſcription, Cuſtome and Practiſe 1n this County-Palatine is againſt them. 
11. And whereas they complaine that divers Taxes and Royall-Aides arc impos'd upon them in Parliament,without 
their Conſent, having no Knights and Burgeſſes there to ſit and vote for them ; Yet this Impoſition is no other then hath 
been alwayes heretofore uſed, nor hath any Exception till now of Jate been taken againſt it, Neither herein do they 
ſuffer any Tojury or Inconvenience, having had ſpeciall care taken of them in all times by the Biſhops of Durham con- 
cerning the proportion of their Taxes , whereof (* being equally rated with-- Other Counties , they have no 
reaſon to complain: ) And having received the Benefit of all other Lawes made for the Kingdome; and in par- 
ticular the late Law of freeing them from Wardſbips, when they had no Knights and Burgeſſes of their Own to ſpeak 
for them in it, or to give Conſent thereunto, as all the relt of the Kingdome did. Add hereunto for further anſwer to 
that Obje&ion and Complaint, That divers ſuch Taxes and Impoſitions are laid upon the Clergy in that Biſhoprick and 
County-Palatine, who have no Repreſentatives admitted to conſent and vote for them in Parliament but onely theic 
own Biſhop of Durham. | 

12. But: the Biſhop of Durham in declining to give his Aſſent unto the preſent Deſires of ſome Gentlemen 
in this Countie-Palatine , who endeavour to make themlelves Knights and Burgeſſes after the Example of the 
Countie-Palatine of Cheſter ( which is a Cale farr different from this of Durham ) is tender herein of the Good and 
Welfare of the County, in ſaving them much Trouble,Expences and Charges, which might otherwiſe be brought upon 
them ; and carefull to preſerve the Ancient Conſtitution and Cuſtom of his Biſhoprick, and County-Palatine, which 
He and his Predeceſlors have held by Preſcription for many ages; being well aſſured, that the People and Inhabitants 
within this Countie-Palatine do receive a great Benefit, Eaſe, and Quietneſs by the Immunities and Priviledges which 
they continually enjoy there under the Biſhop of Durham.

Hereas the Lord of the Mannor of Horton hath divers Copices, which 

are almoſt utterly deſtroyed by reaſon of the right of the Tenants of 

Horton to common after nine years encloſure, to the utter deſtru&tion 

of the Wood and young Timber, fo that for theſe thirty years laſt 

paſt, they have not payed the Woodwards wages. The Lord and

Secondly, Becauſe Sir Thomas Stephens, and thoſe whoſe Eſtate he hath, have at ſeveral 
times heretofore encloſed ſeveral parts of their Commons which lay heretofore open to the 
Commons of Horton, without oppoſition of the Lord of the Mannor of Horton, or the Tenants 
there ; and fo likewiſe have the Lords of the Mannor of Tate done, and ſo have the Lords of 
the Mannor of Hortonzwhich ſaid encloſures have been and are tothis day cnjoyed in ſeveralty. 

Thirdly, Becauſe the Lords of other Mannors which Jotn tpon Forron, and pay the like 
Penny for their Cattle taken in Horton, do nor pretend any other then a right of Common 
by Vicinage or Neighbourhood, 

Fourthly, Becauſe the Lord of the Mannor of Horton hath ever from time to time at his 
pleaſure kept encloſed the Woods intended by this A& to be encloſed for ſo long time, as he 
and the Tenants of Horton could agree, that is to ſay, ſometimes a dozen years, ſometimes 
ſixteen, and for other times longer then the Statute appoints, as the ſaid Lord and Tenants 
could agree without the leaſt claim or diſturbance from the Lords of Sodbwries, Tate, or any

Fifthly, Becauſe it appears by ancient Courterolls of the Mannor of Horton, that the Te» 
nants of Sodburies, as well as of Tate, were Amerced for driving their Cattle upon the Man- 
nor of Horton, and alſo for Fothering them there, and paycd their Amercements in Courr. 

Sixthly, Sir Thomas Stephens would have purchaſed two Copices of the preſent Lord of 
Horten at his own price, which the ſaid Lord not conſenting to, believes is the cauſe of 
his oppoſing this Bill. 

As to the equity of the Bill, if this A& paſs,and the Woods intended thereby be encloſed, 
yet the Mannor.of Horton will have more Common left unencloſed then all the three Sodbu-

As to the publick benefic it is moſt c'car, that unleſs the ſaid Copices be fenced in, it will 
be impoſlible either to raiſe or fave any young Timber growing in the ſame ; for that idle 
and diſorderly perſons coming into the ſaid Copices, under pretence of looking after their 
Cattel, do continually deſtroy the young Timber that groweth there, 

As for the two Copices intended to be grubbed up, they have only the names of Copices,

Gions they bad from His ſaid late Majeſty of Bleſſed Memory, until new Commiſſions from Us can be prepared and ſent down 

to them. And for their ſo doing, This ſhall be to them, and every one of them- reſpectively, a full Warrant.
